A method for the treatment of a particular volume of tissue, said 
volume of tissue containing an endogenous pigment, the method comprising the steps of: 

non-invasivelv treating the particular volume of tissue with light to promote thermal overload 
of pigmented cells in the particular volume of tissue, wherein said thermal overload kills said 
pigmented cells. 
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
